COURSE  OVERVIEW 


The  document  you  are  presently  reading  is  called  a student  module  booklet.  It  is  a study  guide  for  the 
textbook,  workbook,  videotape,  and  audiotapes.

Est‘Ce  que  and  Ne... pas 

First,  the  expression  est-ce  que  is  an  interrogative  one.  That  means  it  is  used  when  asking 
questions. 

Second,  the  expression  ne. . .pas  is  a negative  one.  It  is  used  to  say  that  someone  is  not  doing 
something.  Ne  is  placed  before  the  verb  and  pas  after  it. 

Study  the  following  examples: 

1 . Est-ce  que  Tom  joue  au  basket-ball? 

Non.  II  ne  joue  pas  au  basket-ball. 

2.  Est-ce  que  Claudine  aime  le  ballet? 

Non.  Elle  n’aime  pas  le  ballet. 

3.  Est-ce  qu ’Elisabeth  travaille  le  samedi? 

Non.  Elle  ne  travaille  pas  le  samedi. 

Ne  and  que  become  n ’ and  qu  ’ before  a vowel  or  silent  h.

Quel  est  mon  métier?  brings  to  mind  a TV  game  show  from  years  ago  in  which  a panel  had  to  guess 
the  line  of  work  of  a contestant.  The  show  was  called  What’s  My  Line?  Exercise  D on  pages  66  and 
67  shows  how  you  can  play  a similar  game.  The  mles,  along  with  suggested  categories  of  work,  are 
listed  on  page  67.  If  you  can  get  at  least  three  people  together,  you  can  play  this  game.  The  dialogue 
for  the  host  and  the  panelists  is  on  page  66.  By  using  the  substitution  method,  you  can  choose  any  of 
five  categories  from  page  67  and  take  turns  playing  the  part  of  host  and  panelist. 


Here  is  an  example: 


1 . The  host  chooses  a category  of  work;  say,  number  4 (a  service  station). 

2.  He  or  she  gives  it  a name;  for  instance,  la  station-service  Esso. 

3.  He  or  she  chooses  a job  from  that  station;  for  example,  the  gas  attendant. 

4.  He  or  she  makes  up  a name  for  this  gas  attendant. 

5.  The  panelists  ask  whether  the  hidden  contestant  is  a man  or  woman. 

6.  The  host  answers  “yes”  or  “no.” 

7.  The  panelists  ask  questions  to  find  out  where  the  contestant  works. 

8.  If  a panelist  gets  “no”  for  an  answer,  the  next  panelist  gets  a turn. 

9.  The  panelists  keep  trying  to  guess  what  the  contestant’s  job  is.  The  panelist  who  guesses 
correctly  becomes  the  host  for  the  next  game. 


Conclusion 

You  are  continuing  to  develop  new  skills  in  French  and  to  polish  old  skills  as  well.  That  is  how 
learning  a language  takes  place.  You  can’t  learn  it  all  at  once,  so  you  keep  learning  new  things  and 
incorporating  them  into  what  you  already  know.

French 
infinitives  end  in  the  letters  er,  ir,  or  re.  Examples  of  er  verbs  are  parler,  laver,  md  jouer.  Some 
ir  verbs  are  dormir,  réussir,  and  firdr.  Examples  of  re  verbs  are  prendre,  connaître,  and  mettre.

It  is  good  to  do  some  frameworking  before 
actually  writing  the  dialogue.  This  process  is  much  like  outlining  or  making  a plan  of  what  you 
want  to  do.  Read  the  five  steps  that  follow  and  use  this  process  as  a guide  when  preparing  your 
own  dialogue. 

You  will  be  asked  to  submit  both  oral  and  written  versions  of  this  exercise  as  part  of  your  assignment. 


Frameworking 

Frameworking  consists  of  these  five  steps. 


1 .  Give  focus  to  the  dialogue  by  establishing  the  who,  what,  where,  and  when.  Add  a title.

Determine  the  length  and 
general  content  of  the  dialogue,  using  vocabulary  you  have  studied. 

3.  Carry  out  the  plan.  Select  the  appropriate  dialogue  vocabulary.  Decide  which  words  and 
expressions  you  will  need  for  your  interview.  Refer  to  exercises  in  your  workbook  and 
textbook  if  you  need  to. 
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4.  Write  a rough  draft  of  the  dialogue.  Remember  to  communicate  with  your  teacher  if  you  have 
any  questions  or  doubts  about  how  to  do  this. 

5.  Present  the  final  product  in  both  a written  and  an  oral  form. 

Written:  Your  written  dialogue  should  be  pleasing  in  its  presentation.  Begin  a new  line  for 
each  speaker.  You  may  add  hand-drawn  illustrations  or  magazine  pictures.  You  may  write  it 
as  a script  or  use  dialogue  bubbles.  Be  creative.  Consult  with  your  teacher  if  you  have  any 
questions. 

Oral:  The  oral  presentation  may  be  done  on  audiotape  or  videotape.  It  may  be  read  or  said 
from  memory.  Background  music  or  sound  effects  may  be  added  if  they  seem  appropriate.
